It is surprising how many letters come from 
readers who are troubled with ear noises and are 
hoping for relief from this annoying symptom. 

The immediate irritation which produces the 
throbbing noise is usually due either to high 
blood pressure or to an accumulation of catarrhal 
mucus within the ear. 


In the majority of cases coming under my 
observation there has been no difficulty in secur- 
ing satisfactory results by using a dietetic treat- 
ment, providing the buzzing sounds are due to 
eatarrh and providing the diet is started soon 
enough. Inasmuch as ringing noises in the ears 
are known to precede certain forms of deafness 
it is important that the patient undertake suc- 
cessful treatment early enough, before there is 
any possibility of the hearing being affected. 

Different patients describe the noises in vari- 
ous ways and one patient will say they sound 
like a faint buzzing, while another will describe 
them as resembling a roaring sound, One woman 
wrote that her ear sounded as though it were 
full of bees. 


Whether the derangement is caused by high 
blood pressure, or by pressure from mucus, the 
patient is unpleasantly affected by it and often 
finds that the continual ringing sounds get on his 
nerves, 

I recommend that at the start of the treat- 
ment, the fasting method be tried. In many cases 
this is all that is needed to provide relief and the 
noises will disappear within a few days. This is 
especially likely to be true when the ear noises 
are due to a toxic condition or due to the liver 
being upset, as is often the case. Regardless of 
what the cause may be, the fast at least, will do 
no harm and there is a possibility that it may be 
of benefit. The fast will diminish the blood 
pressure if this is too high, or reduce the excess 
mucus if the case is due to catarrh. If the noises 
are due to auto-intoxication the fast will bring 
about the rapid elimination of the toxins and 
thus afford relief; while if they are due to a 
sluggish liver, the fast will help this organ to do 
its work to better advantage. 

It is interesting to have the blood pressure 
tested before the fast in order to find out if high 
blood pressure exists. If the blood pressure is 
not over 140, then it is probably true that the ear 
noises are due to catarrhal inflammation. In a 
few cases it will be found that the blood pressure 
is too low as low blood pressure is also capable 
of causing ear noises. The fast frequency brings 
about a rapid change, with relief from the 
annoying throbbing. After the fast, the patient 
must follow a careful diet. 


Questions And Answers 


QUESTION—Johnson §S. asks: “What is the 
best way to fry meat?” 

ANSWER: Meat may be broiled, boiled or 
roasted, but I do not especially recommend that 
it be fried in grease. When you wish to obtain 
the effect of frying, secure a thick iron or alum- 
inum frying pan, have it quite hot, and without 
using any grease, place your meat in the pan for 
then tu the meat, repeating this 
several times during the first minute. Turn the 
fire down so that the meat cooks in its own juices 
until it is done to your own taste. 

QUESTION—Bill K., writes: “Can anything 
be done in the way of exercise or treatment to 
correct Curvature of the spine in a young per- 
son?” 

ANSWER: A great deal depends upon the ex- 
tent of the curvature. In a mild case, corrective 
exercise, manipulative treatment as given by a 
doctor graduating from one of the schools of 
manipulative therapy, and the adoption of better 
postural habits, will be productive of good re- 
sults. Severe curvatures call for specialized 
treatment and are often difficult to correct en- 
tirely. Without knowing more about the condi- 
tion of the patient for whom you are inquiring, 
I could not give you a definite answer. 

QUESTION—Susy Lee states: “My youngster 
likes just oranges and milk for breakfast, espe- 
cially in summer. Is this enough?” 

ANSWER: Yes. This combination afford a 
most wholesome breakfast.
